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^ I '''HE  lacrosse  season  has  opened  and  we 
have  now  had  opportunity  to  form  some 
estimate  of  the  quality  of  this  year’s  team. 
Altogether  there  is  little  cause  for  satisfaction. 
Notwithstanding  the  training  the  men  have 
undergone  this  Spring,  it  is  idle  to  overlook 
the  fact  that  in  the  first  game  nearly  the  whole 
line  showed  great  weakness  in  their  all  around 
play.  Making  allowance  for  the  state  of  the 
weather  and  the  fact  that  their  opponent  was 
the  Brooklyn  team,  the  men  did  not  show  up 
as  well  as  was  to  be  expected,  some  of  the  old 
men  particularly  doing  very  poorly,  although 
the  new  men  did  fairly  good  work. 

The  “ Burk  Medal,”  which  was  announced 
for  the  best  individual  record  among  the  new 
players  this  spring,  has  been  placed  on  exhibi- 
tion in  Packer  Hall.  And  it  is  to  be  hoped  it 
will  induce  this  year’s  candidates  for  the  team 
to  more  continual  practice.  E.specially  in 
handling  their  sticks,  nearly  all  the  team  are 
very  unreliable  and  weak,  and  only  constant 
individual  practice  will  overcome  this,  for 
which  there  is  never  wanting  opportunity. 
Above  all  let  no  one  who  has  trained  thus  far. 


think  the  team  is  finally  chosen  and  give  up 
further  efforts.  Such  is  not  the  case.  Several 
men  now  on  the  team  are  but  little  more  than 
an  experiment,  and  assuredly  any  one  doing 
better  work  will  at  once  find  a place. 

I Apr  the  past  two  or  three  years,  the 
subject  of  “trusts”  has  been  agitated, 
more  e.specially  by  the  daily  papers,  to  no  in- 
considerable extent,  and  at  length  a combina- 
tions has  been  been  projected,  to  a certain  ex- 
tent coming  within  the  personal  compass  of  the 
student.  Four  of  the  largest  te.xt-books  pub- 
lishing houses,  known  to  the  trade  as  the 
“Big  P'our,”  have  formed  a syndicate,  the  ob- 
ject being,  as  is  usual  in  such  combinations, 
“the  furtherance  of  the  best  interests  of  the 
business.”  Just  how  this  praise-worthy  object 
can  be  attained,  is  the  question  now  agitated 
among  the  minor  publishing  houses,  but  it  is  a 
question  not  difficult  to  answer.  The  ultimate 
effect  of  this  syndicate  will  undoubtedly  be 
beneficial  to  the  “ Big  Four,”  but  at  the  ex- 
pense of  the  smaller  publishers,  and  if  the 
new  “book-trust”  bears  any  semblance  to 
other  trusts  which  have  been  formed,  it  will 
eventually  absorb  this  branch  of  the  pub- 
lishing business  entire. 

At  most  of  the  higher  in.stitutions  of  learn- 
ing, and  more  e.specially  at  technical  schools, 
the  majority  of  the  text-books  used  are  pub- 
lished by  houses  not  repre.sented  in  the  book 
syndicate.  At  Lehigh,  very  few  books  are 
used  that  are  the  production  of  one  of 
the  syndicate  firm,  but  the  sale  of  college 
te.xt-books  is  so  small  as  compared  with  the 
sale  of  primary  text-books,  that  the  publica- 
tion of  them  e.xclusively,  would  be  an  item  of 
very  little  profit.  As  the  “Big  Four”  con- 
trols the  school-book  trade,  it  will  obviously 
be  seen  that  with  the  destruction  of  the  minor 
houses,  the  publication  of  college  text-books 
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will  devolve  upon  the  four  firms  in  the  trust. 
Thus  the  publication  of  an  inferior  line  of 
books  is  rendered  more  probable,  a wise  selec- 
tion for  college  use  becomes  more  difficult, 
and  the  prices  will,  as  a matter  of  course,  be 
advanced. 

A.  LINE  or  two  in  a recent  New  York 
^ paper,  to  the  effect  that  Lehigh,  having 
played  base-ball  games  with  a college  which 
recognized  the  Flayers’  League,  would  be 
tabooed  hereafter  by  the  National  League, 
although  startling  in  its  utter  absurdity,  brings 
to  mind  the  fact  that  the  open  declaration  of 
several,  and  the  tacit  admission  of  many  more 
of  our  colleges  this  spring,  concerning  the 
National  or  Players’  League,  has  been  equally 
nonsensical.  And  we  presume  all  the  eastern 
colleges  supporting  base-ball  teams,  have  re- 
ceived similar  general  and  particular  com- 
munications to  those  received  by  us  on  this 
subject. 

This  action  of  these  colleges  is  the  more 
surprising  because  of  the  conservative  spirit 
that  has  hitherto  almost  invariably  marked 
their  treatment  of  all  professional  athletics. 
The  fact  is,  there  is  no  conceivable  difference 
which  can  be  recognized  between  the  Players’ 
and  the  National  Leagues  by  the  colleges.  In 
every  acceptance  of  the  term  both  are  organ- 
izations of  professional  athletes,  which  at  once 
places  them  under  the  same  category,  and 
further  discrimination  by  college  organizations 
is  not  only  ridiculous  but  it  is  harmful.  The 
less  amateurs  and  especially  college  amateurs 
intermeddle  in  professional  athletics  the  better 
for  them  and  for  that  they  represent. 

This  spring  both  organizations  were  ex- 
ceedingly anxious  to  play  the  different  college 
nines,  and  probably  nearly  all  the  base-ball 
managers  were  in  a quandary  as  to  which  to 
choose.  But  a choice  did  not  mean  recogni- 
tion in  any  case  and  should  have  been,  which 
in  no  case  it  was,  accompanied  by  a decided 
declination  to  recognize  any  difference  what- 
ever between  them.  The  few  minor  cases  in 


which,  by  formal  college  meetings,  one  or  the 
other  was  endorsed  are  far  from  any  favorable 
commendation. 

We  are  pleased  to  note  that  the  base-ball 
management  here  had  the  good  sense  not  to 
commit  itself  to  either  organization,  arranging 
its  games  only  with  reference  to  convenience 
of  date  and  place  and  paying  no  attention  to 
the  ri\  al  claims  that  both  have  been  so  indus- 
triously urging  this  Spring. 

Less  than  two  weeks  remain  before  the 
field  meeting  of  the  State  Collegiate 
and  as  yet  but  little  has  been  done  to  get  a 
fair  athletic  team  together.  A few  men  have 
been  training  perseveringly  this  Spring,  but 
many  who  ought  to  go  to  Philadelphia  on  the 
seventeenth  will  not.  And  it  appears  to  us, 
the  Athletic  management  both  in  the  Asso- 
ciation and  in  the  Gymnasium  has  been  de- 
cidedly inactive  and  negligent  in  this  matter. 
Nor  has  a great  deal  been  expected  from 
either.  Since  the  days  of  Mr.  Herrick  and 
the  “tow-path  track,”  there  has  been  practically 
little  done  in  the  dashes.  And  yet  nearly  all 
conditions  for  the  development  of  creditable 
athletes  have  improved. 

With  no  intention  of  unjustly  criticizing  the 
present  management  of  the  Gymnasium  it 
must  be  admitted  much  could  be  done  by 
those  in  charge  there,  that  has  not  been  done. 
And  we  believe  the  marks  left  here  by  the 
excellent  work  of  Mr.  Herrick  as  well  as  the 
one  year  of  Dr.  Swain  bear  out  our  judgment. 
Doubtle.ss  Mr.  Seeley  has  his  hands  full  in  the 
routine  work  at  the  Gymnasium.  The  fact  is 
one  man  is  not  sufficient  to  do  the  work 
properly. 

A few  years  ago  President  Lamberton  in 
remarking  upon  the  general  neglect  of  the 
Gymnasium  took  occasion  to  say  that  so  long 
as  the  students  did  not  properly  attend  to  the 
work  proscribed  by  the  University  authorities 
it  was  not  to  be  expected  the  Trustees  would 
fill  the  vacant  directorship  of  the  Gymnasium. 
Since  that  time  it  has  not  been  filled.  Mean- 
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time,  how  much  has  been  done  in  football, 
lacrosse  and  baseball ! 

The  general  recognition  given  to  athletics 
by  all  college  authorities  everywhere,  and  the 
liberal  provision  made  for  its  support,  renders 
it  hardly  necessary  to  say  anything  in  this 
regard.  And  we  take  it  the  authorities  here 
have  appreciated  the  high  place  that  has  been 
won  by  our  teams  in  their  inter-collegiate 
games  as  much  as  the.se  things  are  appreciated 
anywhere. 

Let  us  hope  then  there  will  be  a fair  recog- 
nition of  the.se  successes  by  providing  before 
another  year  an  adequate  administration  at 
the  Gymnasium  which  the  continually  increas- 
ing number  of  students  clearly  renders  neces- 
sary. It  may  seem  that  we  have  gotten  along 
very  well  without  a Gymnasium  director,  but 
such  is  not  the  ca.se.  Not  only  has  there  been 
a marked  falling  off  of  general  interest  in  all 
the  work  there,  but  our  athletic  opportunities 
have  been  crippled  and  our  standing  in  track 
games  has  been  decidedly  lowered. 

T N announcing  the  election  of  next  year’s 
Board,  the  Editors  must  express  their 
sincere  regret  at  the  indifferent  spirit  mani- 
fested in  competition  for  positions  on  the  edi- 
torial staff  of  The  Burr.  The  marked  lack 
of  active  and  material  support  throughout  the 
college  has  more  than  once  been  alluded  to, 
and  is  certainly  not  encouraging  to  those  who 
devote  no'  inconsiderable  amount  of  time  and 
labor  in  an  endeavor  to  see  Lehigh  creditably 
represented  among  the  college  journals.  But 
it  is  confidently  believed,  this  is  a only  a 
temporary  state  of  things,  however,  which  will 
gradually  change  as  the  scope  of  the  L^niver- 
sity’s  work  broadens  more  and  more.  Far 
from  considering  these  editorial  difficulties  in 
the  light  of  direct  neglect  or  indolent  care- 
lessness, we  realize  in  them  the  strongest 
corroboration  of  that  unpleasant  fact,  that  after 
all,  Lehigh  is  as  yet  only  a technical  school. 
And,  that  the  general  character  of  the  student 
body  of  such  an  institution  precludes  any 
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considerable  amount  either  of  literary  ability 
or  of  natural  aptitude  for  this  work,  is  a fore- 
gone conclusion. 

Obviously  any  change  in  the  animating 
spirit  of  the  University  which  tends  to  .sym- 
metrically develop  its  various  departments, 
therefore,  will  be  observed  by  the  college 
journal  with  particular  satisfaction.  That 
such  a change  is  now  going  on,  and  that  the 
ne.xt  few  years  will  see  all  the  collegiate 
departments  well  represented,  despite  long 
delays  and  inaction,  which  has  not,  unfortun- 
ately, been  shared  by  contemporaneous  insti- 
tutions no  older  than  our  own,  we  earnestly 
believe. 

Meantime  The  Burr  is  in  the  hands  of  the 
undergraduates,  and  must  stand  as  the  repre- 
sentative of  the  present  order  of  things.  The 
men  we  have  chosen  as  our  successors  will  be 
directly  responsible  for  its  issue,  but  obviously 
the  success  and  excellence  of  the  paper 
depend  entirely  upon  the  hearty,  active  and 
regular  support  accorded  it  by  the  college  at 
large.  That  a great  deal  in  this  direction,  it 
is  not  reasonable  to  expect,  we  have  already 
indicated,  but  that  much  cannot  be  done  and 
ought  not  to  be,  is  an  idea  we  by  no  means 
intend  to  convey.  If  the  editors  for  the  com- 
ing volume  fare  no  better  than  their  prede- 
cessors have  done  in  the  past,  the  work  before 
them  will  not  be  without  its  difficulties  and 
disappointments,  but  nev^ertheless  will  it  be  a 
valuable  and  pleasant  experience,  to  be  finally 
relinquished  with  sincere  regret. 

A change  has  been  made  in  the  rules  here- 
tofore governing  succeeding  boards,  so  that 
the  new  editors  will  have  partial  charge  ot 
issuing  of  the  remaining  numbers  of  the  present 
volume.

The  Gossip  has  been 
told  that  in  all  probability  the  state  tourna- 
ment will  be  held  here  near  the  end  of  May, 
and  he  thinks  that  if  it  is  preceded  by  a local 
handicap  tournament,  our  chances  for  winning 
the  championship  will  be  excellent.

LEHIGH  2 ; LAFAYETTE  O. 

On  Saturday,  May  3,  1890,  Lehigh  defeated 
her  ancient  riv'al,  Lafayette,  in  the  finest  e.xhi- 
bition  of  base-ball  ever  made  by  the  home 
team.  The  result  was  particularly  gratifying 
to  the  hundred  and  fift\'  men  who  accompa- 
nied the  team  to  Easton,  as  this  was  Lehigh’s 
first  victory  on  Lafayette  ground.  A more 
beautiful  and  e.xciting  game  could  not  be  de- 
sired, abounding  as  it  did  in  phenomenal  plays 
and  marked  by  sharp  fielding  on  the  part  of 
both  teams.  The  enthusiasm  displayed  was 
intense.  The  umpire,  a sub-umpire  on  the 
American  Association  staff,  gave  perfect  satis- 
faction, and  the  onlookers  were  fortunate  in 
not  being  called  upon  to  witness  a repetition 
of  those  disputes  which  have  characterized 
former  games  with  Lafayette.  Lafayette  lost 
the  game  through  their  inability  to  hit  Dash- 
iell .safely.  He  was  also  ably  supported,  but 
two  men  reaching  second  base.  It  would  be 
unjust  to  both  teams  to  make  especial  mention 
of  individual  playing,  but  the  battery  work  of 
Dashiell  and  Belfield  cannot  be  too  highly 
praised.  Lafayette  got  but  thirty-one  chances 
at  the  bat,  while  the  fewest  possible  would 
have  been  twenty-seven  if  they  had  gone  out 
in  one-two-three  order  every  inning.  Dashiell 
also  e.xcelled  at  the  bat. 

The  game  opened  with  Lehigh  in  the  field. 


Throckmorton  went  out  on  a grounder  to 
Rothermel.  Dashiell  and  Biggs  hit  safely, 
and  Walker  reached  first  on  an  error.  Robin- 
son hit  to  Baxter,  who  assisted  Salmon  in 
putting  out  Dashiell.  With  three  men  on 
bases,  Gearhart  made  a commendable  attempt 
to  hit  safely,  but  the  effort  resulted  in  a pop- 
up fly  to  shortstop,  and  the  side  was  retired. 

The  second  inning,  though  short,  was  char- 
acterized by  Dashiell’s  catch  of  a hot  liner. 

In  the  third,  for  Lafayette,  Baxter  reached 
first  on  Robinson’s  fumble,  but  was  left  there. 
Cake  then  lined  one  out  for  left  field,  which 
w'as  apparently  a safe  hit.  But  Walker  made 
a beautiful  running  catch,  which  was  rendered 
doubly  difficult  on  account  of  the  grade.  In 
this  inning  Lehigh  made  the  first  run.  Throck- 
morton hit  .safely,  but  was  put  out  at  second 
on  Dashiell’s  hit.  Dashiell  stole  second,  reach- 
ed third  on  Biggs’  sacrifice,  and  scored  on 
Wells’  passed  ball. 

In  the  fourth,  with  two  men  out.  Wells  got 
his  base  on  Dashiell’s  error,  but  was  thrown 
out  at  second  by  Belfield’s  magnificent  throw. 
This  was  also  an  unlucky  inning  for  Lehigh. 
Robinson  and  Gearhart  both  made  hits.  Grant 
sacrificed,  and  McClung  reached  first,  while 
Robinson  was  thrown  out  at  the  plate.  Bel- 
field made  the  third  out. 

Lafayette  was  quickly  disposed  of  in  the 
fifth  inning.  Throckmorton  reached  first  on 
an  error  by  Salmon.  Dashiell  was  put  out  at 
first,  Throckmorton  reaching  second.  Biggs 
reached  first,  and  Throckmorton  scored  on 
Walker’s  sacrifice. 

In  the  si.xth,  Belfield  made  the  prettiest  play 
of  the  game,  jumping  the  rope  by  the  grand- 
stand and  capturing  Baxter’s  difficult  foul  fly. 

It  was  not  till  the  eighth  inning  that  Lafay- 
ette made  a hit.  Rothermel  hit  the  ball  to 
right  field,  which,  but  for  a tree  near  the  line, 
would  undoubtedly  have  been  foul.  He  reached 
second,  but  was  left,  the  next  three  men  going 
out  in  order. 

Lafayette  was  quickly  retired  in  the  ninth. 
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The  follow  ing  is  the  score.

LEHIGH  3;  BROOKLYN  5. 

''nr^HE  opening  game  of  the  season,  played 
April  26,  on  the  home  grounds,  and 
resulting  in  a score  of  5 goals  to  Lehigh’s  3, 
was  a very  fair  exhibition  of  lacrosse  on  the 
part  of  Brooklyn.  The  ’Varsity  twelve  did 
not  show  up  so  well  as  the  score  would  seem 
to  indicate,  and  exhibited  serious  weakness  at 
important  points,  Straub  at  centre  particu- 
larly playing  a very  loose  game.  Gjertsen 
on  the  attack  did  not  do  as  well  as  was 


expected,  and  Denman,  defence,  although 
playing  a fair  game  showed  himself  to  be 
entirely  too  light  for  the  position. 

Shortly  after  three  o’clock  the  ball  was 
faced  off  and  play  began  by  Brooklyn  taking 
it  to  Lehigh’s  goal.  A long  throw  by  Gram- 
mer  sends  it  out  of  danger  and  soon  Banks 
makes  a try  for  goal,  which  fails,  and  five 
minutes  later  Brooklyn  scores  the  first  point 
on  plays  by  Burns,  O’Brien  and  Crosby. 
Strong  work  by  the  defence,  particularly 
Reese’s  brilliant  plays  prevent  Brooklyn  scor- 
ing for  the  next  twenty-five  minutes,  but 
although  the  ball  was  sent  frequently  to  their 
goal,  the  attack  was  no  match  for  their  defence 
and  failed  to  score.  Then  Doyle,  McLean, 
and  Crosby  obtain  Brooklyn’s  second  goal. 

At  this  point,  Reese  goes  to  first  home, 
and  the  whole  line  moves  down  one  place. 
Eight  minutes  later  Crosby  throws  the  third 
goal  and  after  fifteen  minutes  more  of  hard 
play  Brooklyn  scores  again.  Sharp  defence 
work  by  Haw'kins  and  Grammer  and  the 
latter’s  long  throws,  prevent  further  scoring 
for  some  time.  Meanwhile  the  attack  led  by 
Reese  pushes  the  Brooklyn  goal  hard.  Van- 
der  Horst  obtains  the  ball  near  centre  field, 
and  tips  to  Anderson,  who  passes  it  in  to 
Reese,  and  the  latter  throws  the  first  goal  for 
Lehigh.  A few  minutes  later  McLean  carries 
the  ball  down,  and  Crosby  scores  Brooklyn’s 
last  point. 

The  attack  plays  around  Brooklyn’s  goal 
for  several  minutes,  Cope,  Vander  Horst  and 
Anderson  making  several  pretty  plays.  Then 
McLean  takes  the  ball  to  Lehigh’s  goal, 
Grammer  returns  it  by  a long  throw  to  Cope. 
Cope  passes  to  Anderson  and  Reese  again 
scores.  There  are  but  five  minutes  more  to 
play  and  Brooklyn  pushes  the  attack,  but 
clever  team  work  prevents  scoring.  Again 
Vander  Horst  dodges  down  the  field  and  tips 
to  Banks.  The  ball  passes  quickly  from  Banks 
to  Cope,  from  Cope  to  Reese  and  the  latter 
scores  a minute  before  time  is  called. 

For  Brooklyn,  Burns,  Doyle,  McLean  and 
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Crosby,  played  a fine  game,  while  Crown’s 
playing  at  centre  was  the  best  we  have  ever 
seen.  The  whole  team  played  a hard  skillful 
game,  and  were  greatly  superior  to  our  men 
in  dodging  and  running.  This  was  greatly 
due  to  the  latter’s  regard  for  appearances  and 
their  shins,  wearing  heavy  stockings,  which 
were  altogether  dispensed  with  by  their  oppo- 
nents. There  is  no  doubt  about  it  seriously 
handicapping  a player,  and  it  is  to  be  hoped 
the  men  will  recognize  the  necessity  of  dis- 
pensing with  this  article  of  their  attire  in 
future,  at  least  in  regular  games.

~r  EHIGH  won  her  first  championship  game 
very  handily  on  May  3,  scoring  in  an 
hour’s  play  nine  goals  to  Stephens’  one.  The 
game,  though  one-sided,  was  finely  contested 
throughout  and  abounded  in  pretty  plays,  in 
which  Lehigh  carried  off  the  honors,  playing 
a hard  aggressive  game. 

At  3.10  play  began,  Mosman  securing  the 
ball  from  the  face  off  and  tipping  to  Reese  who 
made  a shot  for  goal.  Anderson  also  failed  a 
few  minutes  later  and  the  ball  went  up  the 
field  to  Lehigh’s  goal  but  was  returned  imme- 
diately by  Crammer.  Reese  threw  unsuccess- 
fully and  the  ball  went  back  and  forth  until 
Hawkins  tipped  to  Gjertsen,  who  threw  the 
first  goal,  time  six  minutes.  At  facc-off  the 
ball  went  in  quick  succession  to  Banks,  Ree.se, 


Semple,  the  latter  shooting  for  goal,  but  Wui- 
chet  .secured  it  and  threw  it  to  centre.  Mish 
made  a good  catch  and  ran  down  the  field, 
tipping  to  Gjertsen,  who  caught  the  ball  beau- 
tifully in  front  of  the  goal  but  fell  and  missed 
his  throw.  A minute  later  Cope  tipped  to 
Semple  who  .scored;  time,  four  minutes. 

Play  was  resumed  after  a short  intermission 
and  following  close  upon  an  unsuccessful  try 
by  Gjertsen,  the  third  goal  was  scored  on  plays 
by  Mosman,  Gjertsen  and  Reese;  time,  two 
minutes.  The  ball  went  to  Stevens’  goal  from 
the  face-off,  but  was  lost  to  Wuichet  who 
threw  it  up  the  field,  to  be  returned  by  Cram- 
mer to  Anderson.  Trys  were  now  made  in 
rapid  succession,  the  ball  remaining  in  Stev’ens’ 
territory,  until  Martin  got  it  and  tipped  to  Post 
who  made  a long  throw  for  goal.  Then  Gram- 
mer,  Reese,  Anderson  and  Semple,  by  team 
work,  secured  the  fourth  goal;  time  eleven 
minutes. 

After  the  face-off,  Reese  and  Gjertsen  made 
several  unsuccessful  throws  for  goal  and  then 
Stevens  threw  to  Atwater,  who  tipped  to  Post, 
the  latter  shooting  a chance  goal  in  a scrim- 
mage; time,  .seven  minutes.  This  seemed  to 
put  new  life  into  the  visitors  and  they  now 
played  a much  stronger  game.  For  fifteen 
minutes  the  ball  went  back  and  forth,  Lehigh 
making  several  unsuccessful  shots,  Hodges 
guarding  goal  well.  Then  Reese  tipped  to 
Cope,  who  made  a beautiful  run  in  and  threw 
goal;  time,  sixteen  minutes.  Again  play  was 
in  Stevens’  territory,  until  Martin  made  a long 
throw,  which  however  was  quickly  returned 
by  Grammer,  and  Banks,  Gjertsen  and  Reese 
by  quick  work  scored  again;  time,  seven  min- 
utes. 

From  face-off  Cope  secured  the  ball  and 
took  it  in  to  Gjertsen,  the  latter  throwing  goal 
in  one  minute.  A succession  of  tips  by  Banks> 
Mish,  Hawkins,  Gjertsen,  Cope  and  Reese  se- 
cured the  eighth  goal;  time,  four  minutes. 
P'or  an  instant  after  face-off,  the  ball  was  dan- 
gerously close  to  Lehigh’s  goal,  then  Hawkins 
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tipped  to  Reese,  who  scored  the  last  goal ; time, 
seven  minutes.

Editors  Lehigh  Burr  : — Now  that  the 
Junior  Class  has  decided  to  give  the 
customary  hop  in  June,  the  question  arises. 
Where  will  it  be  held?  Naturally  the  im- 
mediate answer  of  most  would  be,  in  the 
Gymnasium  of  course.  However,  without 
appearing  presumptuous,  I would  like  to  sug- 
gest, why  not  hold  it  in  the  Fountain  Hill 
Opera  House?  It  seems  to  me  that  this 
would  be  a very  suitable  place.

DiTORS  Lehigh  Burr:  — The  recent 
action  of  the  authorities  in  charge  of 
the  Chemical  Department  in  refusing  to  grant 
examinations  in  Qualitative  Analysis  before 
the  time  set  for  the  regular  one  in  June,  has 
occasioned  much  comment  in  the  Laboratory 
and  is  worthy  of  some  notice.  The  Labora- 
tories have  always  witnessed  a good  deal  of 
fiending,  especially  among  the  Freshmen. 
’93  has  proved  no  exception  to  the  general 
rule,  and  during  the  Winter  months  men  have 
worked  in  the  Qualitative  Laboratory  over 
time  and  all  the  time,  looking  forward  to  the 
pleasant  hours  they  would  spend  in  April  and 
May,  when  their  work  would  be  over,  and  the 
University  would  not  see  them  in  the  after- 
noon. Some  have  carried  out  this  programme, 
and  now  with  their  work  finished  and  exam- 
inations passed,  are  enjoying  their  well-earned 
rest.  Others  were  close  behind  them,  already 
in  view  of  the  promised  land,  when  like  a 
thunderclap  from  a clear  sky  comes  the  an- 
nouncement that  hereafter,  whether  the  student 
has  finished  his  work  or  not,  he  will  be  re- 
quired to  be  in  attendance  at  the  regular  hours 
and  will  not  be  examined  until  June. 

This  step  is  as  arbitrary  as  it  was  unex- 
pected, and  it  seems  manifestly  unjust  to  lay 
down  such  a rule  in  the  middle  of  the  term. 
Of  course  the  irregular  examinations  have 
always  been  in  the  nature  of  a favor  to,  and 
not  of  a right  of  the  students,  and  it  is  quite 
possible  that  these  examinations  coming  at 
odd  times  have  greatly  inconvenienced  the 
instructor  in  charge,  who  has  not  been  able 
properly  to  look  after  the  men ; but  even 
taking  these  facts  into  consideration,  I cannot 
see  that  the  step  is  justified.  Any  change 
found  necessary  should  have  been  delayed 
until  next  September,  and  I think  that  justice 
demands  a suspension  of  the  rule  until  that 
time.

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EDITOR’S  TABLE. 

^ I '*^HKRE  is  in  much  hereabouts  the  ex- 
pression  of  new  essayists  round  old 
.sanctum  tables.  The  season  has  wrought  its 
final  changes  here  and  there,  and  spick  and 
span  Editorial  boards  are  soaring  timidly, 
ambitiously  in  supreme  control.  It  is  the  old 
story,  only  another  cycle,  and  now  ye  ex- 
editors, who  are  quite  forgotten,  go  about  li.st- 
lessly,  awakening  keenly  to  a new  sense  of 
their  loss — their  occupation  gone.  And  all 
this  bowing  and  scraping  of  feet  as  the  “buds” 
usher  themselves  in  to  hold  the  boards  the 
while,  it  comes  back  to  us  yet  loitering  here 
with  a strange  sense  of  familiarity,  as  when 
this  prosy  “after”  was  the  marvelous  “before.” 
The  Yale  Courant,  the  first  issue  under  the 
new  regime,  lies  on  the  Table,  and  it  is  decid- 
edly the  best  number  of  the  year.  The  in- 
evitable innovations  are  well  taken,  and  the 
general  contents  more  than  up  to  the  stand- 
ard. Especially  are  the  editorials  excellently 
written.  Let  us  extract  a few  sentences: 
“College  men  unfortunately  are  expected  to 
know  something  of  everything.  In  no  way  are 
they,  in  life,  called  upon  to  show  their  knowl- 
edge or  to  assume  leadership  more  frequently 
than  in  the  organization  and  conducting  of 
meetings  of  the  people.  This  fact  is  recognized 
in  nearly  all  of  our  educational  in.stitutions, 
both  the  Universities  and  the  preparatory 
schools.  For  example.  Harvard,  Princeton, 
Andover  and  PIxeter — all  have  very  flourish- 
ing debating  and  literary  societies;  and  it 
ought  to  be  a matter  of  pride  that  efforts  to 
maintain  this  indispensible  factor  in  education 
are  attended  in  our  own  University  with  the 
success  they  merit.”  * * * “ Ever  since  the 
wane  of  the  old  literary  societies  and  the  rise 
of  athletics  we  have  .sat  quiet  and  conserva- 
tive in  this  matter  (of  elocutionary  training), 
contenting  ourselves  with  smiling  at  the 
spread-eagle  declamation  of  western  ‘Homes 
of  Modern  Oratory,’  but  in  the  meantime 
many  a smaller  college,  despite  occasional 
extravagances  and  inferior  facilities,  has  been 


steadily  developing  to  the  utmo.st  the  powers 
of  every  man  who  has  come  within  her  in- 
fluence, and  turning  out  annually  a larger  pro- 
portion, we  do  not  say  of  scholarly,  or  able, 
or  learned,  but  of  ready  men — men  who  have 
learned  how  to  make  the  most  of  their  acqui- 
sitions, who  can  so  give  expression  to  their 
thoughts  as  to  make  them  the  thoughts  of 
others — a larger  proportion,  we  say,  of  such 
than  have  gone  forth  from  our  beloved  Alma 
Mater.  The  present  state  of  affairs  is  more 
owing  to  the  indifferent  attitude  of  the  faculty 
than  to  any  pre-occupation  of  the  students 
with  athletic  or  other  pursuits;  we  are  pleased 
to  learn  that  over  one  hundred  and  twenty- 
five  of  the  Sophomore  Class  have  elected 
elocution  this  Spring  as  an  raYra-optional ; no 
more  convincing  evidence  of  the  active  de- 
mand for  this  training  could  be  desired.” 

To  the  average  collegian,  it  must  be 
confessed,  the  educational  aspect  of  the 
universities  is  a topic  little  known  and  slightly 
regarded.  Men  who  admit  scarcely  a knowl- 
edge of  the  e.xistence  of  the  great  scientists 
and  scholar's  who  make  the.se  institutions 
famous,  are  familiar  with  the  players  and 
records  of  half  the  college  nines  in  the  country. 
President  Dwight  or  Dr.  McCosh  are  not  the 
personalities  of  their  colleges  abroad  at  least, 
it  is  Stagg  or  Ames  almost  invariably.  We 
take  it  therefore,  very  few  have  more  than  a 
vague  consciousness  that  the  “ New  South  ” is 
rapidly  developing  a number  of  Universities 
of  high  excellence  and  not  to  be  overstated 
promise.  It  is  only  within  a few  years  we 
have  begun  to  hear  at  all  of  Vanderbilt  or 
Grant  or  of  the  University  of  the  South,  yet 
these  are  but  a few  of  the  many  institutions 
coming  into  notice,  that  have  assumed  no  in- 
significant place  among  our  American  col- 
leges. We  welcome  therefore  the  initial 
number  of  the  University  of  the  South  Maga- 
zine, with  particular  satisfaction.  And  in 
every  respect  it  is  an  excellent  and  highly 
creditable  issue,  as  well  as  an  exceedingly 
interesting  one.  The  opening  article,  an  ad- 
dress by  Charles  Dudley  Warner  on  “ South- 
ern Literature,  and  the  Race  Problem  ” is 
peculiarly  appropriate.  We  certainly  wish  the 
magazine  every  success.

— Only  16  of  the  103  men  who  started  to 
train  for  the  Harvard-Freshman  crew  at  Har- 
vard, now  remain. 

— Yale  will  not  row  0.xford  this  Spring. 
The  En  glish  crew  is  unwilling  to  keep  in 
training  until  after  June. 

— The  Williams  base-ball  team  won  the 
pennant  offered  by  the  New  York  league  club 
for  making  the  best  single  score  against  them. 

— The  Brooklyn  lacrosse  team  has  secured 
a brilliant  player  in  Crown.  He  is  a Cana- 
dian and  for  a time  played  with  the  Torontos. 

— The  Boston  Athletic  Association  will  put  a 
nine  on  the  field  this  year.  Three  games  will 
be  played  with  Harvard,  one  on  the  Boston 
League  grounds. 

— A friend  of  Syracuse  University  has  pro- 
vided a fund  for  the  purpose  of  fitting  up  an 
athletic  ground  for  the  students,  with  facilities 
for  base-ball,  foot-ball,  and  track  sports. 

— Dartmouth  College  has  formed  a new 
tennis  association,  which  is  limited  to  18 
members.

— The  President  of  Tufts  college  places  the 
damage  done  to  the  good  name  of  the  college, 
by  untruthful  newspaper  reports  of  a student 
fracas,  at  $200,000. 

— The  management  of  the  University  of 
Pennsylvania  nine  has  given  two  season  tickets 
to  each  member  of  the  P'aculty,  in  hopes  of 
getting  them  interested  in  athletics. 

— One  of  the  latest  additions  to  the  Uni- 
versity of  Pennsylvania  is  the  Archaeological 
Museum.  It  was  established  in  1889  and  now 
contains  10,000  specimens,  mostly  from  North, 
South  and  Central  America. 

— An  undergraduate  committee  of  twelve 
men  from  each  class  has  been  formed  at  Har- 
vard to  canvass  the  college  for  the  purpose  of 
raising  $10,000  to  form  a fund  in  memory  of 
the  late  George  W.  Sawin,  instructor  in  mathe- 
matics.
